FARM ANIMALS. 


Statistical Report of Comparative Num- 


bers) and Values. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The report of 


the statistician upon comparative num- 
bers and values of farm animals, based 
on returns of January, 1893, is nearly 
ready for publication. It shows an 
increase of horses, mules and sheep, no 
material change in the 
number of 


milch ccnvs, a decrease in oxen and 
other cattle, and a very heavy reduc- 
tion In the number of swine. The es- 
timated present numbers of domestic 
animals on farms, ranches and the 
public range are as follows- Horses, 
19,206,802; mules, 3,381,138; cows, JO,- 
424,087; other cattle, S5,U54,196; sheep, 
47,253,553; swine, 46,094,807. 


The increase in mules is very slight. 


The apparent increase in slieep exceeds 
2,000,000, a continuation of the move- 
ment which commenced in 1S89, by 
which numbers have increased nearly 
6,000,000 in four years. In the case of 
swine there was a small pig- crop last 
spring, and the late advance in pork 
products has caused the slaughtering 
of some portion of the stock of mature 
animals. As the average age now at- 
tained by these animals is less than a 
year, there is a liability of extreme 
fluctuation in numbers which is possi- 
ble of no other species. 


Average values have declined as to 


loracs and mules, advanced as the cat- 
tle of all kinds, a greater gain appears 
Ln the value of sheep, and a very large 
advance is seen in swine, amounting to 
J9 per cent and progressive since the 
returns were made. The average valno 
of horses is $61.23; of mules, $r0.08; of 
cows, $ai.75; of other cattle, $15.24; of 
eheep, $3 66, and of swine, $0 41, 
The

The Hawaiian Protectorate Considered 
in the 'ablnet. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—All the mem- 


bers of the cabinet were present at the 
meeting yesterday, which lasted nearly 
,n hour. The principal topic discussed 
was the action of Minister Stevens in 
establishing a protectorate over the 
Hawaiian islands. In view of the fact 
that the next steamer leaving San Fran- 
cisco for Honolulu is scheduled for 
Tuesday, the 14th inst., it is not be- 
lieved that any definite action will'be 
taken approving or disapproving1 Min- 
ister Stevens' action until the day be- 
fore the departure of the steamer for 
the islands.

Sheep-Killing DOBS. 


George Elliott, a retired fanner who 


resides on North Edward street, has had 
the misfortune this week to lose five 
•beep, valued at 120 each, by dogs at his 
farm near Harristown. His flocks are 
well bred and very valuable, and the fact 
that be has given the. matter ot sheep 
raising so much attention and can, he 
has had to suffer much annoyanoe and 
loss by the invasion ot worthless dogs. 
But Mr. Elliott ia not the only loser. 
Mr. Vanguilder had nine sheep killed;. 
John Nichols lost sixteen; Mr. Onrey 
lost three, and Ed. Hawk also lost a 
number. These men are neighboring: 
farmers, and the killing wss all done 
within a few nights. The owner ot the 
dog or dogs is not 
known, and 


the chances to recover the amount ot 
damages are not good. If the owner 
were known and he was not execution 
proof these men oonld recover bom him, 
but as he so far is not known the only 
provision for reimbursing them is the 
township fund collected from license on 
doge; but as this fund, or so ranch ot it as 
has not been paid out tor claims for sheep 
killed by dogs, is turned over to the 
school fund at the end ot each year, there 
will not be sufficient money to meet to 
large a loss as this. This shows the law 
to be detective and should be so amended 
as to allow this fund to aocnmmnlate in 
an amount large enough to meet an ex- 
traordinary claim like the present one. 
Mr. Elliott, of course, is in favor ot 
amending the law in this respect and 
favors raising the license on dogs. It is 
not probable, however, that the legisla- 
ture oonld be induced to change the law 
in. this direction, as about half the mem- 
bers ot tbe legislature, AS a rule, are more 
interested in raising coon dogs than they 
are in protecting sheep.

The Aim Pnteei at Two Thoutand 


Yards, but the Shots Fell a Trifle 


Short of the Targit— Further 


Experiments To-Day. 


POST ROTAI, a C., Feb. It—A clear 


lay enabled the Vesuvius to resume the 
«sts of her pneumatic guns yesterday 
morning. A stiff southwest wind mado 
the harbor rather lumpy in the early 
morning, but before the first shot was 
ired the breeze was no more than fresh 
and the water was fairly smooth. 
Promptly at 11:05 the Vesuvius hoisted 
signal! announcing that sue was ready 
a fire the first shot, and would aim at 
the 3,000-yard buoy. Ihe board had 
gone aboard the Vesuvius early in the 
morning, and watched the day's expori- 
—ents from her decks. 


With her signals flying, the Vesuvius 


steamod slowly up to the 3,000-yard 
3uoy, heading slightly to the north ot 
;he target lino, A momentary pause 
followed, while she swung slowly into 
position. 
Then the signals dropped 


and instantaneously there followed the 
white cloud of compressed air indi- 
cating the firing of a shot 


The observers took up the projectile 


before It had gone _ hundred yards in 
its flight It sailed gracefully through 
the heavens, making a curve of per- 
teot symmetry. 


The first shot foil fifty yards short of 


the tercets but exactly in Hue with 
the buoy which marked the 2,000-yard 
range. The target itself had too much 
stray line and had drifted about forty 
or fllty yard* away from the station. 


The Vesuvius was signaled that the 


shot had fallen short, and in twelve 
ninutes she Was ready to fire again, 
indicating by her flags that the same 
range would be kept The Vesuvius 
ibis time crawled close up to her buoy 
before firing. The shot was as pretty 
as its predecessor and more nearly at- 
tained its target. The shell fell nut 
ten feet short. A third shot was fired 
a few seconds later, falling short of the 
target, but practically on the buoy Hne. 


An interval of an hour followed, and 


then ths remaining two projectiles 
were fired. The fourth shot fell on the 
buoy line, ciutke fifth and the last shot 
of the day fell so close to the target 
that the spray thrown up by the 
projectile obscured the target. An in- 
itant afterwards an explosion was 
heard and the water behind the target 
was disturbed. 


So far as could be seen the fifth shell 


was the only one that exploded, though 
the officers of the Vesuvius and mem- 
>ers of the board said that they had 
distinctly heard the explosion of the 
fourth shot 


It was learned duriug the afternoon 


/hat after firing the first three pro- 
icctilcs the gun-cotton primers had 
been replaced by gunpowder primers, 
the supposition being1 that the gun- 
cotton had failed to detonate the pow- 
der. Many officers maintain that this 
was probably correct The fourth and 
fifth shots fell so accurately that they 
would have fallen on au ordinary sloop 
stationed for a target. 


The officers of the Vesuvius are greatly 


elated over the results of the day's 
trial. 


The Vesuvius returned to the naval 


station and took seven shells from the 
lighter. The gun cotton has been re- 
moved from the projectiles, and will be 
replaced by powder, to enable the con- 
tiuuauco of the experiments to-day.

It will be a 
proceeding in escheat, based on cstab' 
llshcd precedent of eminent legal au- 
thority and an act of assembly for- 
bidding1 the conduct of societies whoso 
principles ore at variance with public 
custom and against the spirit of the 
constitution. The archives have been 
searched and it is claimed sufficient 
authority has been obtained to disrupt 
the celibate community and turn its 
goods and chattels into the state treas- 
ury.

Colonel D. H Oonklio, who ntarned 


home last night from a business trip to 
Bristol, Tenn., relates statements of gen- 
eral into, eat OB to the effects of the ex- 
treme cold weather in the south. It wan 
cold enough to Bait the natives at Bris- 
tol— goin^ as loir as 26 below zero daring 
one spell of frigid weather. The people 
were wholly unprepared for the cold 
wave. They occupy boos e bnilt for the 
mild climate, and in many instances the 
dwellings are mere shells with ample 
ventilation in the walls. Numerous col- 
ored residents Lad their hands end feet 
frozsn, and amputation was necessary to 
save the lives of the sufferers. Belief 
committees visited the homes, and in 
two instances shocking discoveries were 
made. Daring the night of the cold 
wave births occurred in two homes. The 
women were alone. In each case the 
babe was fonnd lying npon a chair at 
the bedside frozen to death, and the 
mother nearly dead. 
Both women re 


oeived immediate atteition. There was 
a partial famine of fuel daring the cold 
snap and It was with the greatest diffi- 
culty that the poorer class of people 
coald be kept reasonably comfortable.
